Daniels’ Order is Drastic. 
(Mr. Daniels* order is as follows: 
“ Use or introduction for 
drinking 
purposes of alcholtc liquors on board 
any naval vessel or within any yard 
or station is strictly prohibited and 
commanding officers will 
be 
held 
directly responsible for the enforce­ 
ment of this order. 
J>aniels, it is known, has had this 
order under favorable consideration 
for a long time, ever since, in fact, 
he first discovered t h a t officers on 
board ship conducted what is known 
as a dime mess from they were per­ 
mitted to purchase light wines and 
beers whenever they desired.

Secretary of State Bryan, of whom
